1 Thrco more guus ! Sho must bo 
very drunk,' writes Horaco Walpolo, 
who is interrupted at intorvals by a 
wild sho-noigbbor's firing an old ru«ty 
blunderbuss out at her window, by way 
of scaring imaginary conspirators. Poo- 
ple do not get drunk now ; but when 
imaginary conspirators aro about some 
peoplo fire off wonderful guua. We 
havo waded through tho two columns 
of'iactsand figures' prosonted to this 
public through tho medium of tho 
journal by a certain local modical au- 
thority ; and that is more, wo vonturo 
to (.hick, than can bo truthfully affirmed 
by ten por cent, of our roadors. ' There 
is nothing,' said Canning, ' so fallacious 
as figures except facts.' Wo were 
never so profoundly impressed with the 
force ot tho paradox as now. Tho 
looseness in doaliug with Dgures and the 
bold misuse, ot facts displayed in the 
letters alluded to comprise tho features 
for which tho labored and flatulent pro- 
duction is chiefly remarkable. Wo will 
not commit tho indiscretion of asking 
tho reader to follow us through tho 
labyrinthiau m/izo of distorted facts and 
manipulated fij;uros; but wo will con- 
duct by a shorter road to a more satis- 
factory conclusion. The original or 
charter provinces forming the Di mill- 
ion of Canada are Ontario, Quebeo, 
Nova Scotia and Now Brnoswicb. in 
what is called the ' Quebec Scheme/ 
tho basis of union ol these loa r prov- 
inces "as agreed cpon, «rd wan wjbsa .

Tbero were other provinces turn toiri- 
tories which, wti.lo they were not par- 
ties to the 'Queboo Senemo, : '.vere tie* 
signed ultimately t» come into the 
nnion. It whb necessary, therefore, 
that provision should ho made in the 
Organic Act for th?> admission of these , 
and as it was clear that conditions fair 
and aocoptablo to any ono oi tho four 
charter Provinces might neither bo fuir 
nor acceptable to those outlying ones, 
the contingency was folly provided for 
by Section 14G. a section whiob, ul- 
thongh frequently quoted, We venture to 
reproduce hero, with tho hopo that it 
may be read to better purpose than ap- 
pears to have been tho case with some : 
'It shall be lawful for tho Queen, by 
and with tho advioo of Her Majesty's 
Most Honorable Privy Council, on Ad- 
dreBses from tho House? ot tho Parlia- 
ment of Canada ,and from tho Houses 
ot the respective Legislatures of the 
Colonies or Provinces of Newfoundland, 
Prince Edward Island and British Co* 
lurabia, to admit those Colonies or Pro* 
vinces, or any ot thorn into the Union, 
and on Addross from the Houses of tho 
Parliament of Canada to admit Rupert's 
Land and the Northwestern Territory 
or either of thorn, into the Union, on 
such Terms and Conditions in each case 
a?.|aro in tho Addresses expressed, and as 
the Queen thinks fit to approve, subject 
to tho Provisions of this Act ; and tho 
Provisions of any Order in Council iu 
that Behalf shall have effect as if they 
had boen enacted by the Parliament ol 
the United Kingdom of Groat Britain 
and Ireland.' 

Tho above section provides for the ad- 
mission ot tms coiony; and it "ill be ob- 
served tbat, in entering tho Dominion, 
u-;*,"oi, i \ii irn Ma has no mufti lo uu

tompt to creato misapprehension, and 
consequent _ prejudice. Tho colonists 
aro told that 'each person in British 
Columbia pr.Jti 112, per E-i-ium to tho 
customs, but in tho provinces only 
S3 50/ and they aro invited to buiiuvo 
that this glaring inequality will bo per« 
potrated under Confederation, whereas 
it is one of tho strongest arguments in 
favor Of the Canadian tariff that it will 
at ouco obliterate such inequu'itioH, 
by rolioving us of a heavy loud of 
present taxation. Wo might go ou ad 
infinitum, and expose tho extraordinary 
use that has been made of fiiots and 
figuros ;in order to mis-loud unreflecting 
persons, but what baa already been said 
must suffico. How much moro patriotic 
and wise, wo merely remark in conc'u^ 
eion, for all parties to uuito in seoimng, 
under tho provisions of tho above Rioted 
section of tho Union Aot, such tirms as 
will ho most conducive to the general 
wellbeing.
